situated. Tho grifttcr portion of tho lake is 
in Camilla, the liltlo village of Magog boing 
its northern boundary. It is ,'JO miles long, 
from '1 to 4 miles wido, nnd of unfathoma- 
bl« doplh, Tho grimd feature of tho lako 
view is Owl's Head, nn abrupt mountain of 
yiiOO foot whoso stoop sides soom to rise out 
of tho lako itsolf. 
Ouo side of Iho moun- 


tain is faced with perpendicular rock, and 
under iln shadow, VI miles from Nowport, in 
tho mofit (sod iid od hotel porhftps iu Now 
Uugland, called tho Mountain House. There- 
in no road to tlimjmint, nud communication 
with tho outiiido world is only had by water. 
An nsuout oi'OwVs Head is mado from this 
hotel, but its groat attraction Is tho good 
fishing in its vicinity.
